RAILWAY WRECK 


Patna. India, July 17 (AP).—The 
death toll in India's most dis a l­ 
main m ilitary 
forces face-to-face trous railway wreck grew today as

“Modern automobiles do not need 
; the thorough attention given cars of 
a few years ago of course, but in 
order to get from motor vehicles the 
; maximum am ount of efficiency, serv- 


j ice and safety built into them by car 
m anufacturers, the m otorist should 
not overlook seasonal check-ups,” 
Mr. Dobbs says. 
The mere .change in w eather, from 
i one season to another Is enough to 
w arrant a general car inspection, 
' particularly in view of the servicing 
I necessitated at this tim e by changes 
I in lubricants, detachm ent of heaters 
and defrosters, and the attachm ent 
of summer accessories. 
Probably foremost in the minds of 
motorists a t this tim e is the change 
in lubricants, Mr. Dobbs [joints out. 
Engine lubricants should, of course, 


I be changed to the proper grade espe-

While the sum mer check-up Is in 
progress, tile battery will Im* checked, 
of course, and the term inals and 
ground strap properly examined arui 
serviced. 
Any defective lamp bulbs 
should be replaced. 
W ith an eye to safety, the careful 
motorist also will look to his tires, 
steering apparatus, horn, windshield 
wiper, and the cleaning of all gloss 
i on the car. 
H ie steering gear and 
j all allied pails should be tightened, 
and the car wheels should be prop­ 
erly aligned, and all tires—including 
I the spare—should be examined for 
fabric breaks or other weaknesses.

“If the m otorist will give these 
attentions to his car annually he 
will be amply repaid in better car 
efficiency and savings in possible fu­ 
ture repairs,” Mr. Dobbs [joints out.
